Poison When Carried Back 
to the Queen Ends the 
Nest’s Depredations 


The farm advisor’s office regularly 
receives requests for inform ation re­ 
garding the control of Argentine ants, 
both in the home and in the orange 
grove. “There is no use denying that 
the Argentine ant is with us and has 
been 
for a number of 
years,* says 
Farm Advisor Wahlberg. “Moreover, 
n many sections it is on the increase, 
fast becoming a serious nuisance in 
the home. More recently it has been 
established that this same ant is very 
intim ately 
connected 
with the 
in­ 
crease in mealybug infestatibn in cer­ 
tain citrus sections of the state. There 
is, therefore, considerable 
apprehen­ 
sion on the part of many persons as 
to the seriousness of this peat, which 
apprehension 
has 
been 
somewhat 
heightened 
by 
recent 
popular ac­ 
counts of the terrible depredations of 
this 
insect in the 
Southern 
states, 
where it is claimed that not only does 
it protect insect pests on the orange 
trees, but actually eats the eyes out 
of the buds and eventually kills Ute 
trees. These last reports are declared 
by those in a position to know as ab- 
=olutelv erroneous, and they further 
state that there is no need for any 
vrcat scare regarding the inroads of 
this pest. 
“The Argentine ant can be 
very 
effectively 
controlled, 
both 
in the 
home and in the orchard. I well re­ 
member an infestation in one of the 
San Francisco Bay cities some years 
ago, which resulted in an entirely suc- 
-essful campaign for its eradication. 
Since It can be readily controlled, it 
is very desirable that concerted er- 
'ort be expended to keep it down. But 
only by united effort can this pest be 
successfully combated.
